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OCTOBER IS AMERICAN ARCHIVES MONTH

October is American Archives Month that celebrates the history of 
our democratic nation as a melting pot of global cultures. Archives 
serve as a sort of safety deposit box for our nation by way of 
preserving documents, photos, and government records for 
posterity. The National Archive and Records Administration 
(NARA) boasts inclusion of all Americans. Within the national 
collection there is a plethora of documentation that provides 
evidence to past events in the form of letters, photographs, memos, 
reports, and personal notes. With all that data, one might wonder, 
“Can I learn more about the colorful tapestry that makes up the 
American people?” 


Last month the National Archives celebrated Hispanic Heritage 
Month by offering access to artifacts related to influential Latinx 
Americans. President Ronald Reagan made the heritage month 
official in 1988 bringing national awareness to a vibrant and 
important community within the fabric of our nation. Click here to 
learn more about Hispanic Heritage. 


The Archives Library Information Center (ALIC) offers access to 
materials on Black History. The collection includes photos and 
military records dating back through both WWII and the Civil War. 
The collection on Civil Rights is becoming more significant as 
American citizens take to the streets to protest systemic racism. 
These documents may very well hold the keys to opening the eyes 
of all Americans who do not fully understand the true history of our 
nation. 


The ALIC also preserves documentation on Native American Tribal 
History including Treaties with the United States. Within the 
Native American collection there are links to the Ancient 
Architects of the Mississippi dating back to 800C.E. and a list of 
National Park Services that highlight American Indian culture. I
